Breaking and Training Oolts. 

In breaking or training colts for 
road or farm get an active, N 
horseman to take charge of them, 
and as far as possible avoid every- 
thin g likely to scare or hurt them. 
Trainer should begin work by mov- 
ing about in their stalls till some- 
thing of their tempers is learned. | 
If nervous, confidence must be 
gained by patting, stroking and 
rubbing on the nose, face, ears, 
neck, shoulders, back, legs, etc. By 
so doing most colts will quietly 
permit lifting of their feet and 
Should 
really bad temper be exhibited, 
hard measures may have to be 
adopted before: they are taugt 
that it need not be shown. When 
a thorough understanding has 
been established between man and 
colt, a bit should be put in the 
colt’s mouth, after which he sheuld 
be taken out and made to walk, 
trot and stand when asked. On 
being returned to the stall, let him 
again be well handled, his legs 
rubbed and his feet lifted, ete. 
Portiens of harness should next be 
placed on crib or manger that by 
seeing and touching them he may 
learn they are harmless. This 
learned, they should slowly be 
raised and quietly put on, after 
which the colt should be walked, 
etc., in them out of doors. 

A roadster colt should be made 
well acquainted with the bit before 
he is mounted or put in harness, 
Mounting should be practiced in 
the open field and om the naked 
back till quietly submitted to, 
when mounting on a saddle will 
seldom be objected to. Beth cart 
and roadster colts should first be 
made to pull ontraces. To do this 
the trainer and another should 
hold the colt by arein each, on op- 
posite sides of the head.. To each 
trace a rope should be attached, 
and the ends given one to each 
of two men well apart, behind the 
colt. When he moves forward 
they should gradually tighten the 
ropes until pulling is established, 
at the same time they should ap- 
proach each other and make the 
traces press hard or light on his 


posed to bear them. By this means 
be will in mest cases soon come to 
draw a log or light harrow quite 
pleasantly, if not, repeat the lesson 
till he does so. When acart colt 
comes to pull quietly by himself, 
he should be yoked on an active 
and good tempered companion. 
The new arrangement may annoy, 
bat if nothing hurts or frightens 
him, the annoyance will soon pass, 
and he will gradually settle to his 
work. 

All young horses are apt to 
“bolt” when first put to draw any- 
thing they are unaccustomed to. 
Care should be taken to prevent 
this, otherwise disagreeable or 
worse results may follow. Road-' 
sters are generally more sudden in 


hence such movements should be 
specially guarded against. Before 
being put on a road in harness, a 
roadster should be ridden behind, 
before, and alon gside another horse 
in a trap. A gig is perhaps the 
best conveyance for him to be first 
harnessed to, and an open field the 
best place for him to start ft in. 
In driving use a bit not likely to 
hart, hold the reins tightly till the 
colt is accustomed to them. Once 
on the road give a turn on it daily, 
overlook petty faults, punish only 
when gentle means of correction 


what he is punished for. Harness 
is apt to chafe the skin of horses 
au: accustomed to it. Chafed parts 
should be bathed, and have cooling 
lotions applied to them.—([Cor.

HORRIBLE |! 


A Passenger Train on the St. Paul 
Road Goes Through a Bridge. 


‘Sr, Pau, Minn., April 5.—A special 

dispacch from Newhampton, Iowa, 
says: A terrible railroad accident oc- 
curred about four miles west of here 
on the Milwaukee and St. Paul, by 
which at least a dozen people lost their 
lives and from fifteen to twenty were 
injured. The train, which left Chi- 
cago at 11:30 yesterday morning and 
was due here at 2:13 this morning, 
pissed here nearly on time, and when 
about four miles away was plunged 
into the creek, the bridge of which 
was washed out. 

The creek was swollen by the im- 
mense amount of water which has 
been runniog forthe past few days, 
and in addition a gorge was formed, 
which, previous to the arrival of the 


train, carried away a portion of the 
bri There was nothing to show 
that there was danger ahead, and the 
train plunged into the stream while 
running at full speed. The engine 
and three coaches went into the creek 
and were immediately sabmerged in 
the torrent of water which overflowed 
its banks. 
AN AWFUL SCENE. 


A scene of the wildest confusion en- 
sued, and those of the train, crew and 
ngers who escaped death or in- 
lary were immediately ca!led into. 
service to relieve the drowning or pin- 
ioned ngers. It was with great 
difficulty that the passengers could be 
reached, owing to the rushing of the 
waters through the car windows. 
Those who were rescued from the 
smoking car, which was almost en- 
tirely submerged, were taken from 
the windows, some maimed to such 
ah extent that they were powerless; to 
help themselves, while others, unhurt, 
were nearly drowned bo fore aid could 
reach them. At 11 A. Mu. six bodies 
had bean taken out from the wreck. 
and three more were known to be un- 
derneath the debris, through which 
the water was madly pouring. 


MANY BADLY INJURED. 


It was stated that the engineer and 
fireman were instantly killed or were 
caught in the cab and drowned before 
aid could reach them, But the con- 
fusion and excitement were so great 
that it was difficalt to secure reliable 
information. In addition to the pas- 
sengers known to be killed, from fif- 
teen to twenty were rescued that are 
more or tess seriously injured. A 
number were so dangerously hurt 
that it is feared they cannot possiviy 
recover. As soon as the trainman 
who poe injury could be spared 
he dispatched to the next station, and 
a relief train was telegraphed from 
Mason City. Telegrams for relief 
were also sent to Charles City and 
other near-by places. It was not un- 
til several hours after the accident that 
a train arrived with physicians.

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A Gallant Fight Made by Volun- 
teers to Save the Town—laci- 
dents and Netes: 


For the first time since 1879 Reno 
last evening was again threatened 
with a most serious conflagration, 
and had it not been for the super- 
bumaa exertions of the citizens a 
parallel case might have been en- 
tered upon the annals of the town. 
At half-past eight o’clock, without 
a moment’s warning, flames were 
seen to shoot upward from the roof 
of the Central Hotel on Plaza street, 
between Sierra and Virginia streets 
and a second thereafter the whole 
upper portion of the building was 
a seething mass of flame and fire. 
The fire had raged for some time 
before the alarm was given and ac- 
tion taken by the citizens, and had 
gained such headway that it was 
seen to be impossible to save the 
building, and it was also soon ap- 
parent that the Chinese wash-house 
on the west and Sessions’ lodging- 
house and furniture store on the 
east, and aligning Virginia street, 
would also go by the board. A hose 
was soon connected to the bydrant 
at the corner of Virgiria street and 
Commercial Row, but to the great 
disgust and dismay of all, the 
stream thrown did not equal that 
from an ordinary garden hose. For 
fully twenty minutes this condition 
of affairs lasted, when the steamers 


were fired up and from that time on 
the firemen had an equal chance. 
Water, however, was not procured 
any too soon; Evans’ photograph 
ilery and cabin in the rear, the 
ity hotel and a cottage opposite 
were on fire or smoking hot, an 
had service been delayed two min- 
utes longer they would now be but 
blackened and charred ruins. 

For several hours the coutest for 
supremacy was waged, but owing 
to good generalship and the in- 
domitable perseverance and endur- 
ance of the hosemen, the fire was 
confined to the quarter mentioned, 
and the northwestern portion of 
the town saved. 

The losses so far as known will 
foot up in the neighborhood of 
$10,000, and are divided as follows: 
Central house (hotel and saloon) 
owned by Tim O Keefe, loss $1,500; 
insurance, $1,000. 

E. O. Sessions, new building 
corner of Plazaand Virgivia streets, 
cost $2,700, insured for $1,000; 
contents of store, $1,600; of lodging 
house, $1,000; insured for $1,000; to- 
tal value, $5,300, insurance, $2,000; 
greater part of stock and lodging- 
house furniture saved. 
T. A. Oakes, upholstery shop, 
tools to the value of $250 lost; no 
insurance. 
Chinese wash-house, building, 
probably $100; besides clothes of a 
e many customers and goods 
longing to Chinese occupants; no 
insurance. 

Smith Hill will lose about $150, 
the amount of damage sustained by 
Evans’ photograph gallery and the 
cottage in the rear. 

The City hotei also sustained 
some dawage, but is principally 
confined to broken window panes; 
loss nominal. 

The lodgers in the Central hotel 
lost their all, and a low estimate 
will place the loss sustained by 
them at $1,000. 


NOTES AND INCIDENTS. 


A defective chimney is ascribed as 
the cause of the fire. At an early 
hour in the afternoon the chimney 
of the Central hotel was seen to be 
vomiting fire, and the proprietor 
notified. He made an investiga- 
tion and came to the conclusion 
that the flames and sparks were 
caused by burning soot. 

Orville Sessions, son of E. A. 
Sessions, did gallant servise in sav- 
ing the effects of his father. At 
one time he allo sed his zeal to get 
the better of bis judgment and was 
soon hemmed in by the flames. He 
succeeded in breaking through a 
window and a friendly ladder en- 
abled Lim to gain a place of safety. 
Both of his hands were badly 
burred and his hair singed, and his 
escape from a most horrible death 
was miraculous. |

Joseph Shannon Meets Ris Death 
at the Hands of Charles Graf 
Beth Sides of the Story. 


This morning a warrant was is- 
sued by Justice Young for the ar- 
rest of Charles Graf, a miner, who 
is charged with having murdered 
Joseph Shaunon, a well-known 
Comstock printer, this morning at 
the Indian Boy mine, in Galena 
canyon, three miles from Steam- 
boat Springs, in this county. The 
complaint was sworn to by Jack- 
son Shannon, a brother of the de- 


ceased, and the only eye-witness to 


the shooting. When he arrived 
here be was laboring under great 
mental excitement, and had nearly 
ridden his horse to death in order 
that justice might be meted out to 
the slayer of bis brother. 

From his disjointed statements, 
which were made at a most crucial 
examination conducted by the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the causes that led 
to the killing and the manner in 
which it was perpetrateu were 
learned, which are as follows: A 
dispute bad arisen several days ago 
between the parties to the shooting 
over the charges made by each for 
provisions for use ut the mine, each 
accusing the other of having made 
extortionate charges. The dispute 
amounted to nothing and the mat- 
ter was allowed to drop until this 


morniog, when it was renewed. 
Jackson Shannon was about one 
hundred yards from the cabin, 
when he saw 2nd heard them quar- 
reling, and soon after both entered 
the cabin. Young Shannon then 
proceeded to the cabin, and hearing 
sounds of an altercation, entered 
the room, and found Graf and bis 
brother struggling on the bed, 
Graf having bis hands on 
Sbannon's throat and endeav- 
oring to choke him. The de- 
ceased endeavored to reacb a pistol 
which was under the pillow, which 
be finally accomplished, but was 
unable to use it on his adversary. 
Seeing bis brother in the room, Joe 
Shannon threw the pistol! out of the 
window and requested his brother 
to get it. Young Shannon imme- 
diately started out of the door, but 
before he could get to where the 

istol lay, he heard a shot, followed 
y a groan of mortal anguish. 
Rushing to the window he was 
horrified to see his brother lying 
against the stove, bleeding from a 
wound in the forehead. e jumped 
through the window, pistolin hand, 
but was confronted by Graf, who, 
with leveled musket, commanded 
him to drop the pistol. Young 
Shannon complied, and, after a 
hasty examination of his brother to 
make sure that life was extinct, 
saddied a horse and rode witb furi- 
ous speed to Steamboat, where he 
notified parties there, und then 
continued on to Reno, arriving as 
above stated. 

The movements of Graf after the 
commission of the deed are not def- 
initely known, but a short time 
after he made his appearance at 
Washoe City, aud meeting A. Sauer, 
a fellow-countryman, confided to 
him hie terrible story. Mr. Sauer 
immediately related the circum- 
stances to ex-Constable Turley, who 
took charge of Graf and brought 
him to Keno on the noon local, and 
delivered him to Constable Upson, 
who was iu waiting for him. 

Judging from the appearance of 
the prisoner be is the last man oue 
would think a murderer. He is a 
German, aged about forty years, of 
a quiet and phlegmatic disposition, 
and his coolness under the circum- 
stances is remarkable. He com- 
placently walked from the train to 
the First National Bank, where he 
procured some money, and after- 
wards engaged in conversation with 
parties on the street who had heard 
of the shooting. In answer to a 
sympathetic remark of T. K. Hy- 
mers, Graf cool said: ‘‘I had to do 
it; if I hadu’t the chances are that 
I would be laying out there my-

The man without experience 
in the calling, with little but; his 
hopes of profit, and less knowledge 
of the country than either, will do 
well to keep out of a venture that, 
as much as any other at least, re- 
quire to be conducted strictly upon 
business principles to be remuner- 
ative, So, too, the individual who 
expected the pastures always to be 
green, the storm tempered to his 
own convenience and health aud 
high prices to be ever attendant 
upon his herds, and at the first re- 
verse of fortune fled the country 
with curses upon it and exaggerate 
stories of his sufferings, would 
have done better if he had never 
made the acquaintance of a region 
and pursuit so dissimilar to his 
taste and qualifications. But to 
the real stockmen, the men who 
first recognized the natural advan- 
tage of the range country, and in 
addition to the common war of the 
elements frequently dared greater 
risks by pushing them into com- 


‘paratively unknown places and 


| holding them amid savage men and 


beasts, men whom no danger 
daunted nor no ill fortune dis- 
mayed, to these men the buiness 
has proven profitable, and although 
at times widespread disaster has 
overtaken them through a combi- 
nation of evils, their faith is yet 
abiding, and they are making every 
preparation to retrieve their mis- 
fortune with an energy and cour- 
age that must bring a gratifying 
reward, The ruin experienced in 
the business last year would have 
been in a great measure averted if 
it had been confined to reasonable 
boundaries, and there had not been 
that universal rush to participate 
in the prosperity that had pre- 
viously attended the range indus- 
try. True, the elements apparently 
combined to make the season un- 
usually severe — drouth in the 
summier, scarcity of feed and long 
continued snow and cold in the 
winter—but for all this the loss 
would not have been so overpow- 
ering had better judgment been 
exercised in the placing of herds, 
so that there need have been no 
crowding but room allowed to 
meet the exigencies of the situa- 
tion.. But in the rush to obtain 
“stock ranches” the moft important 
part, “a range,” was lost sight of, 
as well as the privileges of many 
already and after the experience of 
such a winter as last, the demoral- 
ization that followed is scarcely to 
be wondered at. However out of 
the wreck of the range structure 
there yet remain many substantial 
pillars of the edifice, reliable stock- 
men of nerve and experience, far- 
sighted enough to apprehend the 
disasters they haye passed through, 
and with faith sufficient to renewed 
energy in rebuilding’ their shat- 


lesson in the past will in part com- 
pensate for their losses if the 
mistake of overcrowding and lack 
of preparations be avoided in the 
future. Such men will rapidly re- 
stock their ranches and the coming 
season will no doubt find the range 
business on a more substantial 
basis than ever before, shorn of all 
“boom” appearances and conducted 
in such a manner as will insure 
successful stock ranching.—[Stuck 
Growers’ Journal, me
